To the inhabitants of the Town of Acworth, NH in the County of Sullivan in said state, 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to bring your votes for Town Officers, and any other questions, 
to the Town Hall on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, between the hours of 10:00 
of the clock in the morning until 9:00 of the clock in the evening to act upon the 
following: 

ARTICLE ONE: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 


Selectmen: 1 for 3 Year Term 

Town Clerk: | for remaining 2 Years 
Tax Collector: 1 for 1 Year Term 
Treasurer: 1 for 1 Year Term 

Budget Committee: 2 for 3 Year Terms 
Moderator: 1 for 1 Year Term 

Trustee of Trust Funds: | for 3 Year Term 
Road Committee: 2 for 3 Year Terms 
Planning Board: 1 for remaining 1 Year 
Planning Board: 2 for 3 Year Terms 
Library Trustee: | for 3 Year Term 
Cemetery Trustee: 1 for 3 Year Term 


ARTICLE TWO: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the amending of Article XVI, 
Section C, of the Acworth Zoning Ordinance to read as follows: 

Frontage, for the purposes of this ordinance, means the length of a lot bordering on a 
Class V or better road, or a private right of way, accessing a Class V or better road, 
shown on a subdivision plat approved by the Planning Board. Where a lot has frontage 
on more than one right of way, the frontage shall be on that road which has the greatest 
length, unless otherwise designated by the owner. 

Changes are indicated in italics. Pursuant to RSA 674:16-d. The intent being to prohibit 
issuance of building permits on Class VI roads. 

Submitted by petition. 

The Acworth Planning Board, by vote, did not approve this amendment to the Acworth 
Zoning Ordinance. The Selectmen do not recommend this article. 


Furthermore, you are hereby notified that discussion and voting on the following articles 
will commence at 7:30 of the clock in the evening on March 8 next at the Town Hall: 


ARTICLE THREE: To see if the Town will accept the minutes of the Town Meeting of 
March 9, 2004. 


ARTICLE FOUR: To see if the Town will empower the Selectmen to serve as pound 
keepers, measurers of wood and fence viewers. 


ARTICLE FIVE: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE SIX: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Solid Waste 
Ordinance to clarify and reinforce current operations at the Transfer Station: 


Solid waste management is an area that requires our attention. The 2003 Solid Waste 
report to the Town indicated Acworth generated approximately 430 tons of solid waste at 
close to $160/ton; recycling saved the Town over $5000 in disposal expenses. In 2004 
Kerry Smith and Todd Lindenstruth both increased their transfer station management 
certification. In a continuing effort to provide safe and economical waste disposal the 
Board of Selectmen submits the following: 

TOWN OF ACWORTH SOLID WASTE ORDINANCE 
Pursuant to RSA 149-M:17, and in the interest of providing a safe, efficient and 
economical Solid Waste Transfer Station/Recycling Center, the Town of Acworth 
ordains as follows: 
The Transfer Station/Recycling Center shall be open to all residents and landowners of 
the Town of Acworth; 
The hours of operation shall be determined by the Board of Selectmen and shall be 
posted at the Transfer Station, Town Hall, and Post Offices; 
The Operator shall have the authority to oversee the disposal of refuse and recyclable 
items, to levy established fees, and to enforce policies set by the Board of Selectmen to 
assure the efficiency of the Transfer Station; 
Disposal fees shall be established by the Board of Selectmen for materials which are 
deemed to place an undue burden on the Transfer Station budget as voted by the Town; 
Disposal shall be limited to refuse from Acworth only; materials brought from another 
town shall not be accepted without written permission from the Board of Selectmen; 
After hours disposal of refuse or recyclable items shall be prohibited without written 
permission from the Board of Selectmen; 
Removal of material from the Transfer Station/Recycling Center shall be prohibited. 
without permission from the Board of Selectmen or the Operator; 
Violation of any provision of this ordinance shall be reported to the Board of 
Selectmen and Acworth Police Department and may be subject to fines up to $500.; 
This ordinance becomes effective upon affirmative vote by the Town at its annual Town 
Meeting, March 8, 2005. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE SEVEN: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 (Fifteen thousand dollars) to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund 
(created in 2000) for the purchase of Highway Equipment. 

The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE EIGHT: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$30,000 (Thirty thousand dollars) to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund 
(created in 2001) for the future revaluation of the Town. 

The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE NINE: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a 
five year lease agreement for $125,000 for the purpose of leasing a new highway truck, 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 for the first year’s payment for that 
purpose. The lease agreement will contain an escape clause. 

Majority vote required, Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE TEN: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a 
five year lease agreement for $35,000 for the purpose of leasing a new Police cruiser and 
appropriate the sum of $7,000 for the first year’s payment for that purpose. The lease 
agreement will contain an escape clause. 

Majority vote required, Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN: To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Forest 
Management Fund into the General Fund up to $5000.00 of net revenue from the 2004- 
2005 Gove Town Forest timber harvest, not to exceed 50% of the final harvest income. 
The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE TWELVE: To see if the Town will vote to establish as town forest under 
RSA: 31:110 the tracts or parcels of land known as the Jennison and Nelson lots, to 
authorize the Conservation Commission to manage the town forest under the provision of 
RSA: 31:112 II and to authorize the placement of any proceeds which may accrue from 
said forest management into the existing Forest Management Fund, which shall be 
allowed to accumulate from year to year as provided by RSA: 31:113. Dispersal of said 
funds above and beyond the implementation of the management plan shall be approved 
by voters at the annual Town Meeting. Said parcels shall be hereafter known as the South 
Acworth Town Forest. 

The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE THIRTEEN: To see if the Town will accept the gift of Lot 297 of Map 24 for 
annexation to the public cemeteries. (On January 26, 2005, the Cemetery Trustees voted 
unanimously to support this article.) 

Submitted by petition. 

The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE FOURTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $46,100 
(Forty six thousand, one hundred dollars) to continue the renovation of the Acworth 
Town Hall; said money to come from surplus. 

The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this article. 


ARTICLE FIFTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to work with 
the Planning Board during the next year to write a clear town policy and plan regarding 
Class VI road use and development. This plan will clarify the intent of the town to allow 
development, or to limit it, on specific roads and will conform to the mandate to plan for 
future growth so as to preclude scattered and premature development. This plan will be 
presented at public hearing and subsequently approved by both boards. Until this plan is 
so approved, for a period not to exceed one year, the Selectmen will not issue building 
permits for parcels without adequate frontage on Class V or better roads. 

Submitted by petition. 

The Selectmen do not recommend this article. 


ARTICLE SIXTEEN: To see if the Town will vote to raise sums of money as may 
become necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same as recommended in the Budget by the Budget Committee. 

The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE SEVENTEEN: To see if the Town will vote that the Town Clerk 
compensation will be salary only and not include fees. 
The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE EIGHTEEN: To transact any other business that may legally be brought 
before this Town Meeting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In the past year the Town has taken on a number of issues. In each case 
our goal has been to be better at what we are required to do in conducting 
the Town’s ongoing affairs. 


At the March Town Meeting $60,000 was appropriated for restoration of 
the Old Town Hall. After discussion at several meetings, the Board 
publicized a request for bids. Townspeople responded with their own 
request for more local input. A Building Committee was appointed by the 
Board. Comprised of five residents and a Select board representative, the 
Committee has overseen an initial contract for the Hall’s most pressing 
needs including structural stabilization and handicapped access 
compliance. The Committee is now working with a consultant for 
historical restoration to develop a bid package for the other aspects of the 
Hall which need attention. 


The Town Meeting also voted to authorize the sale of three Town owned 
properties, the Morris, Turner and Shaw lots. Because of questions 
regarding the Shaw lot boundaries that could not be resolved without 
expense to the Town, it was not advertised for bid. The winning bids on 
the Morris and Turner lots were $18,655 and $4,353 respectively. 
Closings are expected early in 2005. 


Relative to boundary questions, the Department of Revenue advised the 
Town in 2003 to update the tax maps. Our existing maps have served the 
Town well for over 25 years but during that time numerous changes have 
taken place. Accurate maps are considered an important foundation for the 
revaluation which the state requires Acworth to have done by 2006. 
Following a request for bids in the spring, Cartographic Associates of 
Littleton was hired to update the maps. The new maps will be based on 
aerial photos (composite is on display in Town Offices) and deed 
descriptions. They will be completed in time for use in the revaluation 
which will begin in 2005. 


Revaluation will be a two year project. In 2005 a full listing and 
measuring of all Town properties will be taken and entered into a 
computer data base. In 2006 the data will be analyzed and values 
established. The Board requested bids during the fall and received three 
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for consideration. A final decision will be made pending budget 
deliberations. 


Following an audit by our insurance company which was confirmed by a 
second audit by Mason and Rich Professional Association (all documents 
pertaining to case available in BOS office) the Board was forced during 
the summer to ask for the resignation of our long time Town Clerk. The 
Board would like to express their appreciation of our Treasurer’s efforts in 
sorting out this matter and bringing the Town into compliance with the 
Auditors’ recommendations. Changes made include: timely remittance of 
all fees of any kind to the Treasurer for deposit; maintaining of a 
permanent cash book; retaining of all DMV and other necessary office 
records; accessibility of records to the Treasurer; and distribution of mail 
within the Town offices from one Town post office box. In addition the 
Board and Budget Committee have budgeted funds for auditing successive 
Town offices beginning in 2005 with the Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
Trustees of Trust Funds. This is a situation which has saddened all of us. 
Resolution of past issues is being handled by our insurance company and 
the county prosecutor and is largely outside of the Town’s hands. The 
Board’s responsibility was to refill the position and move forward. Many 
of you have met our new Clerk, Charlotte Comeau, who will be filing for 
confirmation as your duly elected Town Clerk. 


In addition to these time consuming issues the Board has been pleased 
with accomplishments in other areas such as an updating of the Town’s 
contract with the Acworth Volunteer Fire & Rescue Company for the first 
time in a number of years; laying the groundwork for implementing the 
junk yard provisions in the Town’s Zoning Ordinance; resolving to work 
more closely with the Planning Board on issues relating to class VI roads; 
updating the Building Permit Application to clarify procedures relating to 
the oversight of new building; and consolidating controls at the Dump into 
a Solid Waste Ordinance that will clarify Dump use for all of us. 


Without a doubt and whether we like it or not, these various issues are 
propelling the Town into the twenty first century. The pressures on Town 
government are increasing and the Board is working toward meeting the 
need while maintaining the character of the Town within a budget we all 
can afford. The Board is aware that increased demands require as many 
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minds as can be available and appreciates the input of all interested 
Townspeople. 


We hope that you will attend the Town Meeting and express your views 
on all of the issues concerning the Town.

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2004 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


2004 was a very productive year for the Acworth highway dept. The 
2003-2004 winter left gracefully in March and mud season was relatively 
- painless. We kept up with the worst spots by adding crushed stone. 

At the end of April, the town hired Scott Bingham. Scott came to us 
from Hubbard farms. He lives in Alstead with his wife Lisa and their two 
daughters. Both he and Lisa are members of the Alstead fire dept. Scott 
plows and sands the Crane Brook /Five points area as well as parts of South 
Acworth. 

In May, we completed the Crescent Lake Rd. project. The finished 
product was welcomed by all who use the road. 

The Crescent Lake Assoc. asked the town to put a weight limit on the 
road and the town as well as I agreed that this would be a good 
precautionary measure to protect it from damage by heavy truck and 
equipment traffic. The posted weight limit is 8 tons. 

Most of the summer, our time was spent using the FEMA grant we 
received for the rain damage in 2003.We laid down roughly 6500 yards of 
gravel over 16 miles of dirt roads. The town spent over $20,000 on Cold 
Pond Rd. alone. Both FEMA and highway budget funds were used on this 
project. Unfortunately the material that St. Pierre Inc. provided us with, a 
manufactured gravel, had leaves of shale in it that gave many of us, myself 
included, flat tires. I can’t apologize enough to everyone that got a flat. This 
was a major oversight on my part and I should have picked up on it sooner 
and rejected the material. Once again I’m sorry for your inconvenience and 
expense. 

The rest of the FEMA project went well. It was very time consuming, 
lasting into November. All the roads involved got a dose of liquid calcium 
chloride when we were done. 

All the roads in Acworth also saw the roadside mowers in mid-July. 
Prescott and Scott covered every thing in less than two weeks, a job well 
done. 

Throughout the spring and summer we had to deal with another beaver 
problem; this time on Lynn Hill Rd. near Mitchell pond. I intend to work 
with the N.H. fish and game and the people at U.N.H. to remedy this 
problem. I’m sure the beaver will be back. 

As I mentioned earlier, Prescott is still with us, in his third year. He 
does a lot of our welding and mechanical work, as well as grading and truck 
driving. Both he and Scott got their Class-b CDL licenses last summer. 
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Prescott’s plow route is the north end of town and Charlestown Rd. Prescott 
lives up at Lake Warren with his son. He also is a firefighter, with the 
Langdon Fire dept. 

Most of you know that we’re asking for a new truck to replace the 1974 
~ Mack. This is a big expense to the town and we, the highway dept, know it, 
but we all feel that the old Mack has got to go. We’re spending far too 
much time and money trying to keep this truck running. Keep in mind that 
the original owner, Lorraine, N.Y., retired her in 1988. The old Mack iS 
unreliable and most of the truck is just plain worn out. People tell us that 
we’re doing a pretty good job, but I know we could do better and more with 
two well running dump trucks. 

This summer our plans are to do a lot of ditch work, get a culvert 
maintenance program started, and get some much needed road work done in 
East Acworth. 

I want to thank the citizens of Acworth for their patience and caring. It 
makes our job a little easier. 

These are some statistics I thought I’d share with you: In a 6” snow 
storm, we drive roughly 500 miles. It takes us about 15 hours from start to 
finish and it takes 100 to 125 gallons of diesel fuel. When we sand the roads 
after a storm it takes approximately 150 yards of sand and 3 to 4 hours to 
spread it.

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2004 Solid Waste Report 


The NH/VT Solid Waste Project reports Acworth shipped 298 tons of 
municipal solid waste to the Wheelabrator Claremont Company’s 
incinerator in 2004, down 34 tons from the prior year, or roughly 10%, a 
significant drop. 282 tons went from the transfer station and were invoiced 
to the town. 16 additional tons were reportedly delivered to Wheelabrator 
for private accounts. 


The tipping fee at the incinerator was $87 per ton in 2004. This includes 
Acworth’s share of the cost of ash disposal. Acworth delivered about 0.6 
% of the 52,000 tons of waste the Sullivan County Regional Refuse 
Disposal District and the Southern Windsor/Windham Counties Solid 
Waste Management District sent to the incinerator last year. Wheelabrator 
burned a total of roughly 72,000 tons, importing about 20,000 tons of 
waste from outside the waste districts’ boundaries. Acworth’s percentage 
share of an eleven-year average through 2003 is calculated at 0.44%. This 
number, as adjusted annually, may be used as the basis for any future 
liability associated with the waste districts’ operations, particularly the 
publicly owned ash landfill in Newport, N.H. The landfill is now closed 
and capped. Incinerator ash is currently shipped to a Wheelabrator landfill 
in Massachusetts. A long-term care and monitoring fund is in place to 
cover routine costs associated with maintaining the Newport site. This — 
obligation will remain in place beyond the 2007 expiration date of the 
waste districts’ twenty-year waste disposal contract with Wheelabrator. 


Acworth’s cost for compactor rental, shipping to the incinerator and 
NH/VT tipping fees during 2004 is reported at just over $32,400, or 
slightly more than $114 per ton. 


In addition 152 tons of construction and demolition debris (C&D) and 
bulky items were collected separately and shipped to a landfill. Residents 
are charged fees for some of this material. 16 container loads were billed 
for shipping and disposal in 2004. Total cost was $14,600 for 152 tons or 
$96 per ton. Disposal fees generated just over $8000 covering more than 
half of the cost of managing the C&D bin. 


Other costs included labor at $11,735, Utilities at $711, and Household 
Hazardous Waste (HHW) management at $1,333. (HHW includes 
fluorescent light tubes, freon recovery, electronics, some batteries and 
participation in the spring and Fall HHW collection program at the Keene 
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Recycling and Transfer Station.) Miscellaneous costs were $1,226 for 
supplies, signs, repairs, and training. 


2004 was Acworth’s first full year with Northeast Resource Recovery 
Association’s (NRRA) two bin recycling program: one 30-yard box for all 
clean paper products, the other for co-mingled containers. Volumes were 
up significantly from 2003. 56 tons of paper and cardboard were shipped 
in 2004. The mixed container category totaled 10.45 tons of plastic bottles 
and aluminum and tin cans. Town records indicate 7 bins or roughly 36 
tons of scrap metal were shipped for recycling during the period and two 
tons of tires. Recycling is currently a net income generator for Acworth. If 
current market prices hold for paper and scrap metal and hauling costs do 
not increase substantially the town may anticipate about $2000 dollars in 
net recycling revenue in 2005 in addition to an estimated $6000 in avoided 
disposal costs. 


Hank Carr, Acworth’s long time attendant retired in May of 2004. Hank’s 
dedication over the years is greatly appreciated. Todd Lindenstruth was 
hired to operate the recycling and transfer station. 


Please note that the figures used above are taken from unaudited financial 
statements and vendor invoices. They do not include year-end 
adjustments. Dollar and tonnage figures have been rounded and are 
offered for the purpose of making general comparisons. More detailed 
financial statements have improved the town’s ability to track income and 
expenses at the transfer station. This will assist in improving operations. 


Planning for the post 2007 period is underway in the region. Our 
community needs to be actively involved in preparing for Acworth’s 
future recycling and waste management programs. Waste reduction, reuse 
and recycling, in conjunction with efforts to reduce the toxicity of 
materials destined for disposal, will be the key to successful management 
in the coming years.

Annual Report 2004 


During 2004 the Trustees initiated operational procedures that 
better reflect our statutory requirements. An investment policy was 
outlined and resulted in a four-page policy statement covering the four 
groups of beneficiaries that we serve. They are: Capital Reserve Funds 
(4); Cemetery Trust Funds (3); Silsby Library Trust Funds (3); and Town 
Trust Funds (2). Because beneficiary needs vary, we made every effort to 
customize each policy statement within statutory restrictions. 

We also developed a set of By-Laws with which to conduct 
meetings in a more orderly and efficient manner. 

Both the Investment Policies and By-laws were written and 
adopted during the year. They will be reviewed and amended if necessary 
during 2005. 

The Trustees were very pleased that Marianne Nevelson agreed to 
accept an appointment as recording secretary. The function of recording 
minutes and creating order from the sometime chaos of open discussions 
is of the greatest value to us. The presence of a recording secretary has 
allowed the Trustees to expedite procedures that more closely meet the 
needs of the beneficiaries while responding to our fiduciary 
responsibilities to the donors. 

2004 completes the second full year of the Trustee’s satisfactory 
association with Citizens Bank for their financial services. These include 
custodial services for investments, monthly accounting, as well as 
complying with our annual detailed accounting and reporting to the 
Charitable Trust Unit of the New Hampshire Department of the Attorney 
General. 

We regret to loose the valued advise of Leroy Underwood as 
Trustee and wish him well in his new home in Florida. In his place we 
welcome to our board Tim Perry, who has already contributed much to our 
efforts.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


This year some of our most faithful library patrons have been the children 
at the Acworth School. While the younger ones come simply to hear a 
story and check out books, the 35 4". and 5""_graders have been 
spending their time doing research on various presidents (prior to the 
presidential election) and learning the Dewey Decimal System. They have 
begun to make posters to share what they have learned. Of course the 
older students also check out many books; popular topics include 
mummies, horses, insect, bird, and animal guides, Star Wars, dinosaurs, 
volcanoes, and the solar system. 


In addition to these 41 students every Tuesday and Thursday, there are 
about 30-35 patron visits per week in the summer and about 20-25 per 
week in the winter. Our patrons go beyond just finding a good book on 
the “newest additions” shelf. They also check out magazines, videos, or 
books on tape for those long car rides or daily commutes, and use the 
computers, search the internet, scan images, make photocopies, or simply 
take a look at the historic bird collection. 


Melinda Loiselle, our trustee who transports our Inter-Library-Loan (ILL) 
books to and from the pick-up location, can testify to the consistent 
volume of ILL transactions. It may surprise some of you to realize that 
other library patrons across the state request several books from our 
library each week. We, in turn, request many books that are beyond the 
scope of our collection from other libraries throughout the state. If you 
would like to search for books, audiobooks, or videos on a certain topic or 
by a favorite author, visit www.nhu-pac.library.state.nh.us to find out 
what’s available in New Hampshire’s libraries. Then stop by the library or 
give us a call, and we can request the item for you. Items usually arrive in 
one or two weeks. 


After the donation of a set of town reports this year (thanks to Debby 
Hinman, John Tuthill, and Peter Wotowiec), we were able to fill in the 
gaps in our own collection. We now have a complete set of town reports 
dating from 1867 to the present. The town warrant articles were not 
included in the reports until 1933; the minutes of the previous year’s 
meeting were included beginning in 1968. 
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This year the Acworth Silsby Library hours were changed to one 
consistent time for both summer and winter: 11:30 a.m. — 4:30 p.m., 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Sundays. Now that you can easily remember 
those hours, we hope to see you at the library! There’s sure to be 
something here for you.

I hope the residents of Crescent Lake will 
work with me to start a file of systems in use, their age and test results. We 
need the help of everyone who is interested in wetland issues to keep our 
water bodies as clean as possible.

Domestic problems are still 
at an all time high. Thefts and burglaries are on the rise. 


The Department is using outdated computer equipment and has had a 
number of crashes and down time this past year. | am months behind in 
getting final totals for my year end reports. I will have the totals printed in 
the Acworth Newsletter when I have them. 


As our elders depart for a better life and their property is sold and 
subdivided, new families with children are purchasing the land and 
building new homes. Several of the camps on Crescent Lake have been 
converted to full time homes where the owners are planning to retire in the 
next year or so. As the Town grows, so do the calls for the Police 
Department. The paperwork has tripled in the past couple of years and so 
has the work the Department has been doing. If this trend continues I will 
be putting in for another officer to assist me. 


I will be putting in for a new cruiser in 2005, as the old one will be 12 
years old and is requiring more maintenance to stay on the road. I have 
been advised by several auto dealers that there will be no significant 
amount allowed for a trade in on the old cruiser due to its age and high 
mileage. I would like to keep the old cruiser as a back up and for animal 
control as we are not supposed to transport animals in a vehicle used for 
human transport. There will be no additional cost to the Town for 
registration or insurance in keeping the old cruiser. 


I would like to thank all the residents for their patience during my trying 
time of computer crashes and cruiser breakdowns this past year. It has 
been one of the most difficult years in a long time for me. If the good Lord 
continues to provide me with good health, I look forward to serving the 
Town for several more years. 


I remind you to call the Department with your complaints. It may not seem 
important at the time, but it might be the missing piece that I am looking 
for to solve a case. Also, all the vehicles stolen from Acworth had the keys 
left in them.

Annual Report 2004 


Acworth Fire and rescue Volunteers responded to 90 calls this year. Two 
chimney fires and two other house fires were successfully extinguished, 
but one call was for a house already engulfed in flames. We kept it from 
spreading, but the house was lost. Other calls included three car fires, two 
outdoor fires, and ten calls resulting from tree damage, and two false 
alarms. Fifteen motor vehicle accidents required fire and rescue 
assistance. The 41 other rescue calls were mostly related to illness or 
falls. We provided mutual aid 12 times to other towns. These were mainly 
calls for our tanker to supply water at major fires and sometimes required 
our pumper as well. It was a stressful year. Four of the rescue calls 
involved fatalities and seeing homes burn whether in Acworth or 
neighboring communities is always difficult 


We will be very relieved to see our new tanker/pumper truck replace the 
two old trucks that require lots of tinkering to stay in service. The new 
- truck chassis has arrived at Dingee Machine in Cornish, where the fire 
truck will be built according to our specifications and in accordance with 
current standards. Delivery is expected this spring. 


Thanks to the generosity of donors and of Acworth voters who 
spontaneously appropriated an extra $3000 to the Acworth Fire and 
rescue last year, we were able to put up matching funds toward a federal 
grant. The successful application resulted in an award of $31,950. About 
half the total funds of $35,500 have been spent to outfit ten firefighters 
with a complete set of bunker gear and pagers. The balance will be spent 
toward modern breathing apparatus. A federal grant to the State of New 
Hampshire funded new two-way radios for all fire trucks in the state, 
including three installed in our trucks. Southwestern Fire Mutual Aid has 
made extensive upgrades to their communications system this year too. 
The new pagers, radios, and other improvements provide much better 
communications among our own team and with all other emergency 
services as well. 


We support the Town’s decision to contract ambulance service with 


LeFevre Ambulance Service, Inc. as has been done for several years. We 
have a good working relationship with LeFevre and believe they provide 
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the best available service for our town. For those who have asked that a 
second service be considered, we assure everyone that any and all area 
ambulances continue to be available when officially requested by the 
officer in charge of any emergency. We do remind everyone, however, 
that all emergency calls should go through 911. All appropriate services 
will be immediately dispatched. Calls made by individuals to any other 
number or agency are likely to cause delay. 


Our organization had some heavy personal losses this year. Julius 
Christie, former chief and prime founder of the Acworth Volunteer Fire 
Co., Gladys Wood, former president of the fire auxiliary, and Arthur 
Smith, former member and firefighter, will be missed. All were active 
members of the organization and the turkey shoots and remained strong 
advocates and friends.

We are proud 
of this accomplishment, while recognizing the importance of the support of the 
towns in helping us to reach this goal, and look forward to continuous partner- 
ship with the communities for years to come. 

2004 proved to be another good year for LeFevre Ambulance Service - not only 
in the volume of responses, but the professional growth of our staff as well. Our 
members have continued to expand their levels of certification, resulting in a 
consistently higher level of care provided to those in need. We recently hired 
another Paramedic. There is an ever increasing demand for their skills. Also, 
several of our staff have upgraded their skills from Basic to Intermediate level. 

During 2004 we purchased a 2003 GMC Sonoma extended cab pick up truck 
for use as our Intercept vehicle. This has proven to be very satisfactory. 

LeFevre Ambulance Service has again been active in the area of education. 
Our staff has been instructing and coordinating EMS courses of all levels for the 
local EMS district, benefiting all interested towns and selvices within the area. 
Anyone wishing information on these classes is encouraged to call our non-emer- 
gency number for information. 

Monthly training sessions are also held at our office in Bellows 
Falls. Any parties, especially Acworth EMS providers, are encouraged to 
attend.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT-2004 


The planning board met 12 times on it’s regular schedule and 5 additional 
times in Sept., Oct., Nov., Dec. and Jan.. The extra sessions were to work 
on reviewing Acworth Zoning Ordinances and preparation of warrant 
articles for Town Meeting. 


New members on the planning board include Ken Gagnon appointed to 
replace Rob Chamberlain who resigned. John Herpel and Craig Oshkello 
were appointed as alternate members. 


The Planning Board now has a standing committee called the Site Review 
Committee, which was established to review driveway permits and 
building permits on class VI] roads. This committee meets on the 
Wednesday evening before the regular last Wednesday of the month 
meeting. A working committee finished the new Acworth Subdivision 
Regulations and another committee continues the research and writing of a 
new Acworth Master Plan. 


Major issues for the Planning Board during 2004 were driveway permits, 
Class VI road development, procedures for Select Board issuing of 
building permits, application of Non-residential Site Plan Regulations and 
the development of an accurate town road map which clearly indicates | 
town Class VI roads. 


It is expected that zoning ordinance review and updating will be a major 
concern during the coming year. It is also expected that the new version 
of the Acworth Master Plan will be completed. There is agreement that 
more planning for the future is necessary. This would include a Capital 
Improvements Plan and hopefully more professional help in getting town 
ordinances and regulations upgraded. Issues such as population growth, 
road improvements, protecting the environment, affordable housing and 
better town administration have come to the front. 


The Planning Board welcomes more input from the community and hopes 
that all will feel free to come to meetings.

2004 brought the partial retirement of our long time chairman, Sam Stephens, who 
remains involved as an alternate member. The Conservation Commission and the town of 
Acworth extend a wealth of gratitude to Sam for his twelve years of dedicated service to 
our community. Thank you Sam! 


2004 Conservation Commission Projects 


Adopted a set of Conservation Commission By-Laws. 

Established three positions for “Alternate” members. 

Held our annual Green Up Day (roadside trash pick-up) in May. 

Attended several informative conferences and workshops; “NHACC’s Annual 

Meeting & Workshops”; “NH’s Annual Watershed Conference”; “NH’s Annual 

Land Protection Conference”; regional meetings at the Montshire Museum 

sponsored by the Upper Valley Land Trust and UVLSRPC; the Cold River 

Winter Workshop series; and Municipal Law Lecture #3 “New Challenges for 

Municipal Regulation of the Environment”; 

e Established Dodge Brook Class VI Road as a “Class A Trail” by vote of the 
citizens of Acworth. 

e Updated “Acworth’s Special Places” maps, originally done in the mid-90’s. 

e Worked with UNH Natural Resource students who created several useful 
wildlife maps of Acworth. They also joined us in hosting a successful Wildlife 
Field Day at the Acworth Wetlands in April. 

e Put up “Conservation Land” signs at the Town Forest and Wetlands and made 
provisions to have more signs made by local students in Grant Taylor’s carving 
club. 

e Organized conservation displays for Old Home Day and Town Meeting day. 

e Purchased numerous copies of the newly published “Conserving Your Land: 

Options for NH Landowners” to share with interested landowners. 


Coordination with other boards and organizations 


e As members of the Master Plan Update committee, helped tabulate and present 
the results of the 2003 community survey at a public meeting in February. 

e Filled a non-voting membership position on the Acworth Planning Board. 

e Continued our work with the Crescent Lake Association and Unity Conservation 
Commission by assisting with the annual water quality monitoring tests on the 
lake. 

e Supported the Crescent Lake Weed Watchers in their dedicated work to keep the 
lake free of the invasive aquatic weed, Eurasian Milfoil. 

e Provided letters of support for projects that will improve our natural resources 
through local grants written by the Acworth Historical Society and Recreation 
Committee, the Cold River Local Advisory Committee, and the Sullivan County 
Regional Refuse Disposal District.

We send our sympathies to Alvin Clark and family on the passing of Nancy Clark in 
December, 2004. Nancy and Alvin Clark, with son David, own the Clark’s Sugar 
House and surrounding farm. The Clark family placed a permanent conservation 
easement on their holdings, assuring that the land will remain available as working 
farm and forest land well into the future. 


Acworth Town Forest Report 

Established by town meeting vote in 1997, the almost 300 acre Gove Town Forest is 
located in the northeast comer of the town on the slopes above Crescent Lake. Timber 
production, wildlife management, watershed protection and outdoor recreation are the 
management goals for this property. 


The management of the Town Forest has been steady and productive due to the efforts of 
the Town Forest Advisory Board. Appreciation and thanks are extended to Rob Devalk, 
Sam Stephens, Debby Hinman, Ken Gagnon, Terry Callum, Bill Willette, Peter 
Wotowiec, and Town Forester Peter Rhoades for their work, which included: 


e Completion ofa land protection agreement for the Town Forest with the Forest 
Society. 


e Completion of a winter timber harvest and preparations made for another in 
2005. 


e Significant boundary marking and clearing. 

e Opening of a pedestrian hiking trail to the summit of Gove Hill. 
e Old Home Day hike to the top of Gove Hill. 

e Adoption of a Forest Maintenance Budget for 2004 and 2005

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Acworth Recreation Committee Report 


Once again, we are at the point in time when we pause to review our past 
year, and look forward to all that is possible in the upcoming one. For the 
Recreation Committee, the year began with the flooding of the rink. We 
had hoped to sponsor evening skating for the area youth, but the ice was 
never in the best condition—due to many nights of light precipitation after 
flooding! 


In February, the Committee sponsored a Valentine Dance for adults at the 
Town Hall. Complete with twinkly lights, streamers and the rocking 
music of the “Bill and Will Band” (Bill Symonds, Will Turner and 
friends), the night was truly a hit. 


Spring saw the return of the baseball season. We had enough players for a 
minor league team, coached by Brian Gendron and Deb Fielding.

Students helped 
gather data to create river cross sections and profiles, and assisted in 
pebble counts on both the Cold River and Bowers Brook. 


Summer was a quiet time but did see the Mill Pond Acre receiving some 
much needed grass grooming. Turkey Shoot field was also maintained 
over the summer, thanks to Grant Tallman. 


With the return of fall, soccer registrations commenced. We had two 
teams in Acworth this year, one for 5-6 year olds, coached by myself; and 
the other for the 9-11 year old girls, coached by Lisa DeValk, Brian Miller 
and Brian Gendron. Again, thanks to all of the parents who supported the 
teams and worked so hard getting the fields ready. 
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For Halloween, the Committee was honored to sponsor “Ghoul’s Night 
Out,” an enchanted walk/musical that featured many talented citizens of 
Acworth and was held in our barn and the fields and woods beyond. It 
was written by Acworth’s own playwright, Donna Wentworth, and 
promises to become a new fall tradition. 


In the year ahead, we hope that work will continue on the Mill Pond Acre 
project, especially by utilizing connections with local youth.

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Crescent Lake Association Report 


Crescent Lake Association, its members and officers, wishes to thank the 
Town of Acworth for approving the money and improving Crescent Lake 
Road. The project included reconstruction of dozens of culverts, the 
removal of dozens of boulders from the roadbed and finally the 
resurfacing of the road with several inches of new road bed tar. An 
excellent job was done by Road Agent Kerry Smith and his crew. Thank 
you for a job well done and appreciated. 


One of the Association’s biggest projects is the Milfoil Project. A 
committee of eight cottage owners, appointed by the Association, has the 
responsibility of protecting the Lake from contamination by milfoil and 
other invasive plants. The Milfoil Committee consists of Timothy Perry, 
Chair, James Howe, Robert Kroupa, John Demars, Stanley Rastallis, Jerry 
Bushway, William Patton and Carol Calkins, Secretary. Four members are 
from Unity and four from Acworth. 


_ The Milfoil Committee monitors all water craft entering the Lake from 
June 15 to September 15, 7:00AM-7:00PM, seven days a week, at a cost 
of over $11,500 each year. Several college students have been trained by 
the NH Lakes Association and the Milfoil Committee. They patrol! the 
boat landing, inspecting each water craft that enters the Lake. The 
Crescent Lake Association wishes to thank the Town for money it 
appropriates for this project. Additional thanks go to the Acworth Garden 
Club for its yearly donation of $500 to the Milfoil Project. 


Residents of Crescent Lake Road also wish to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and Road Agent for the installation of road weight signs (No 
through trucking over 8,000 Ibs). This will prevent destruction of the new 
road by heavy equipment and trucks in the future. Thank you. 


For the record, over 99% of Crescent Lake residents from both Unity and 
Acworth are members of the Crescent Lake Association. The Association 
puts on a beautiful fireworks display each 4" of July weekend and ends 
the summer with an annual picnic at Silver Beach, usually attended by 
over 350 Lake cottage owners and their guests.

The Cold River Local Advisory Committee (CRLAC) consists of citizen representatives appointed 
by selectboards from Acworth, Alstead, Langdon, Lempster, and Walpole. The CRLAC ts 
developing a Watershed Management Plan that will assist local communities in managing water 
resources. The committee also reviews all projects needing state and federal permits that could 
impact the river and works with other conservation groups on related issues of local or statewide 
significance. 


CRLAC ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 2004: 
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Organizational development 

Continued work on a voluntary watershed management plan for the Cold River. 

Completed eight water quality and flow monitoring events on the Cold River as part of NH’s 
Volunteer River Assessment Program (VRAP). 

Trained volunteers in the use and care of monitoring equipment. 

Initiated an in-stream pilot study of monitoring equipment protocols & accuracies with the 
State of NH. 

Participated in the first-ever comprehensive water quality sampling program on the VT and 
NH sections of the Connecticut River. 

Displayed our work at NH’s annual Watershed Conference in Concord. 

Created a Cold River logo and a website (www.coldriver.org). 

Worked with ten other advisory committees in NH to keep protected river corridors free from 
the stockpiling, landspreading, or topdressing of sludge and septage. 

Received grant funding for professional assistance from the Northeast Rural Water 
Association and National Parks’ Rivers and Trails Program for our work in 2005. 


Annual Workshop Series 

Held the fourth annual Winter Workshops series. Topics this year were butterflies, wetlands, 
amphibians, winter wildlife tracking, and birds. Many thanks to Alstead’s Shedd-Porter 
Library for providing space for this series. 

Held a wildlife tracking session on snowshoes in the Acworth Wetlands, led by David 
Anderson of the Society for the Protection of NH Forests. 

Hosted a spring migratory bird walk along Dodge Brook, led by Wendy Ward and Andy 
Greene of NH Audubon’s Mondnock Chapter. 


Collaboration across the watershed 

Demonstrated our new monitoring equipment at the Acworth Conservation Commission’s 
“conservation technology” workshop and wildlife hike at the Acworth Wetlands. 

Worked with Fall Mountain High School teachers Joe Beer (his English classes created a 
magazine about the Cold River) and Susan Smith (her Earth Science classes studied macro- 
invertebrates and GPS mapping). 

Worked to improve excavation permitting procedures in the watershed. 

Worked with the Vermont Institute of Natural Science (VINS) in local schools. 

Provided information and support for grant applications written by town boards and schools. 
Supported the Town of Alstead’s efforts to complete a maintenance plan for the Vilas Dam, 
evaluate recreation area improvement options and find funding for dam repairs. 

Supported the water quality monitoring teams of Lake Warren and Crescent Lake. 
Conducted a survey of Crescent Lake residents about water and land use issues. 
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The Advisory Committee welcomes your participation on any or all of our projects. If you are 
interested in joining our committee, please speak with your selectboard. If there is an opening, they 
may make a nomination to the board. However, with or without official membership status, we 
welcome all volunteers!
